President Coolidge Proclaims

House inspections to 
hazards are recommended by the in¬ 
surance department of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States as 
an effective method of observing Fire 
Prevention Week. 

Fire loss statistics estimate that 
three-fourths of all dwelling house 
fires in the United States are avoid¬ 
able. The losses* from this source 
aggregate about $65,000,000. If this 
sum were applied to the erection of 
new houses costing $5,000 each, the 
entire population of such a city as 
Chattanooga, Tenn., or Lincoln, Neb., 
could be comfortably quartered. It 
| is said that a dwelling house fire 
occurs every forty minutes through¬ 
out the year. 

It is not improbable that half of 
the fatalities due to fire occur in 
j dwelling houses and most of the vic¬ 
tims are women and children. 

I The Insurance Department of the 
National Chamber points out that the 
foremost cause of such fires is de¬ 
fective chimneys and flues. Many 
begin with sparks coming in contact 
with woodwork through chimney 
cracks and openings at the roof line. 
Firm chimney foundations and pro- 
i per flue lining would eliminate much 
' of the trouble. 

! Another source is faulty electric 
wiring and improper use of electrical 
I appliances. Proper fuses should be 
J used and care taken to disconnect 
1 appliances when not in use. A care- 
i ful inspection should bring to light 
these hazards. 


The annual observance of Fre Pre¬ 
vention Week throughout the entire 
country begins Sunday, Oct. 6, in ac¬ 
cordance with the proclamation is¬ 
sued by President Coolidge. 

This week has been selected be¬ 
cause it marks the anniversary of 
the Great Fire of Chicago. In the 
amount of property destroyed that 
catastrophe has been surpassed only 
once in the United States but the 
aggregate annual fire loss of the 
country completely overshadows, not 
only in the destruction of the proper¬ 
ty but in the number of lives lost, 
the Chicago disaster. 

Experts and fire underwriters are 
convinced that many of the lives lost 
by fire and much of the stupendous 
property loss, running into hundreds 
of miliions annually, could be saved 
if the people, individually and col¬ 
lectively, observe a few simple pre¬ 
cautions. 

The United States has not yet fol¬ 
lowed the practice adopted in some 
of the European countries of holding 
property owners personally responsi¬ 
ble for fires caused by their gross 
negligence, but value of this type of 
legislation is recognized by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States which, at one of its annual 
meetings, adopted the following res¬ 
olution: 

“The national loss through the 
waste of fire mounts upward at a 
rate which indicates the need of im¬ 
mediate attention in each State and 
in every city. Within a few years the 
amount in property values destroyed 
in the Unite*! States by fire has in¬ 
creased until it is annually in ex¬ 
cess of the entire cost of the Pana¬ 
ma canal. In large part this figure 
represents waste which can be pre¬ 
vented by effective action by States 
and cities. Personal liability for 
damages occurring to others through 
fire caused by gross negligence 
should be enforced in ways which 
will bring home to individuals their 
responsibility.”

Board Fight and 
Aids Power Project

The whole case of the Fish 
and Game Commission In favor 
of Initiative measure, Number 
Eleven, which seeks to forever 
prevent development of the 
Klamath river for the ostensi¬ 
ble protection of commercial 
and sport fishing has been 
shattered by a letter written by 
the Federal Power Commission 
to Congressman John E. Raker 
of California. 

The Federal Power Commis¬ 
sion In the letter guarantees to 
protect the fish and at the same 
time permit the development of 
the river, from the waters of 
which can be developed more 
than four times the water power 
to be generated at Muscle 
Shoals, on the Tennessee river. 

Thus the United States gov¬ 
ernment is pledged to save the 
fish while simultaneously per¬ 
mitting one of California’s 
greatest development projects 
to be undertaken.

Wrong emphasis has been placed on the match with 
which that Los Angeles baker started a month’s forest 
fire. He has been painted as an arch criminal, responsible 
for wholesale destruction for which thousands will suffer. 
The thing that is too often overlooked is the mere freak of 
chance that made it his match instead of that of some 
other smoker. Thousands of others are just as careless. 
But it happened to be his match, and he happened to be 
caught. Next time you see some one like that, ask him 
how he would like to spend a month on a “hot line” fight¬ 
ing a brush fire.

Live and Learn 

Two things ought to come out of this season’s moun¬ 
tain fires. First, there must be adequate organization, 
with standard campaign 'practices which can be put into 
effect for a fire of any magnitude; second, there must be 
an executive head and a personel under him with some 
capacity for profiting by experience. 

There seems to be no reason why there eould not be 
standard tactics in mountain fire fighting just the same 
as in military practice. Of course fires are always unex¬ 
pected and at inconvenient places. But many things can 
be planned in advanced. For instance, a given number of 
men will require certain supplies, food, water, implements, 
medical supplies, camp cooking equipment, pack animals, 
blankets and emergency clothing supplies. Part of these 
things should be always on hand, distributed at convenient 
points. Where the rest can be secured should be known 
always. 

These things should be a matter of record, informa¬ 
tion instantly available to any man in the organization, 
and not left to the memory of one man. 

It would also seem quite elementary that every head¬ 
quarters and base of operations should be plentifully sup¬ 
plied with maps. For the first two weeks of the fire the 
Sierra Madre headquarters had no map except a crude 
sketch made for tourist use. The government topograph¬ 
ical maps are the best available but need many corrections. 
Some important landscape features are wrongly named.. 
Others are not named at all. Many new tr ails should be 
marked, and a plentiful supply of the maps provided 
so that men telephoning from one base to another can give 
definite information as to locations. 

These things sound very simple, but it seems to be 
necessary to hammer even simple things into some heads. 
With the first rain and apparent safety from fires a large 
part of the public interest and indignation which has been 
aroused in the fire problem will die out as it has in the 
past. 

Sierra Madre’s mountain side has been spared from 
fires for many year’s, longer than almost any other sec¬ 
tion of the range. It is up to Sierra Madre people to keep 
busy and insist on future protection.

Factors That 
Will Benefit 
• Retail Store 


Even sunlight and shadows have 
their influence on buyers and must 
be considered in selecting a location 
for certain kinds of retail establish¬ 
ments, according to Domestic Com¬ 
merce Division of the Department of 
I Commerce in “Retail Store Location,” 
the second pamphlet of a series un¬ 
der preparation to help the American 
retailer overcome his more difficult 
business problems. 

Proper store location is one of the 
most vital problems of retailing and 
upon its solution depends in a large 
part the success of the venture, the 
Domestic Commerce Division says. 
A good location is frequently a 
store’s best asset while a poor loca¬ 
tion may be the cause of failure even 
when sound merchandising policies 
are practiced. 

The loss to society of the wasted 
effort and capital of the many men 
who fail in the retail business is a 
real economic problem and is worthy 
of much research for preventive mea¬ 
sures. It is believed that the secur¬ 
ing of the proper location for the 
store is one measure that will obvi¬ 
ate many of the casualities. The 
chain stores have led in this respect, 
and their achievements that show the 
practicability of the application of 
the factors in store location to ac¬ 
tual business endeavor. 

Effect of Sunlight 

Sunlight is both good and bad, the 
j Division points out in summarizing 
i some of the many factors having 
; bearing on the selection of a proper 
: business site. There is nearly always 
, a favored side of the street. Women 
\ do most of their shopping in the hot¬ 
test part of the day and are natural¬ 
ly inclined to seek the shady side. 
The heat, light, and glare affect and 
even ruin some displays, although in 
certain trades the sunny side may be 
preferred. An analysis of sales may 
show that the largest business in 
some goods is done in,the winter 
\ months, during which time the traf¬ 
fic may follow the sunlight. The 
rent is usually cheaper on the sunny 
side. 

In considering a community the 
number and class of wage earners 
; and permanency of the industries 
i should be analyzed. Some industries 
! are intermittent, creating during 


I boom times a false impression of 
jcontinued prosperity. The male dom¬ 
inates some cities such as Bridgeport 
Hartford, Worcester, and Akron, 
while other communities are prepon- 1 
derantly feminine, such as Haverhill, 
Lynn, Lowell and Fall River. 

Fear of Competition 

Competition, the number and size 
of present stores, their financial 
strength, character of stock and serv- 
! ice offered are some of the questions 
; which should be examined in consid¬ 
ering the market or trade territory. 

| It need not be thought, however, that 
\ because competitors show apathy and 
Ismail sales that there are no poten¬ 
tial sales. It has been found fre¬ 
quently when a new and thrifty mer¬ 
chant enters the retail field that not 
only Jiis business is successful, but 
also that the business of his com- 
Ipetitors increases. 

Some stores opened on street car 
; lines thrive while others do not. 
Street cars coming from one district 
i will bring a different class of trade 
from that brought by cars coming 
from another district. Customers 
i with automobiles may prefer to go to 
I side streets to avoid the traffic and 
.find parking space. Frequency of 
; service and the fare of either street 
cars or bus lines have their effect. 

Neighbor Factors 

Old tumble down structures, empty 
buildings, billboards, or other unat- 
i tractive features often drive people 
Ito the other side of the street. Most 
women avoid smoke, noise, bad odors, 
or dust, and if one side of the street 
is more pleasant in any of these par¬ 
ticulars, it will be preferred by ped¬ 
estrians. Consequently, places near 
old successful stores may be of great 
value. Superstition also comes in, 
for locations noted for a number of 
failures become known as “hoodoed.” 

Analysis of the passing traffic 
with regard to types of goods pur¬ 
veyed is essential. The actual volume 
of traffic may be analyzed by the 
hours of the day. Large crowds of 
working people hurrying to and from 
factories at times of opening and 
closing are not good customers for 
some types of goods. The hours at 
which traffic is neaviest are im- 
poitant as indicating the purpose on 
which it is bent. Women are more 
important to department stores and 
men to cigar stores. 

Drowsy and inefficient ’clerks are 
the usual result of poorly ventilated 
j buildings, the pamphlet says in a 
paragraph devoted to store buildings 
and construction. In another para¬ 
graph entitled “relation to consumers’

Senator H. C. Nelson of Humboldt 
county, openly charges the State 
Fish and Game Commission with vio¬ 
lation of the California state law, in 
a statement he has made public. 

According to Senator Nelson, the 
commission has not only violated the 
law, but Is exceeding Its authority 
and seeking to strangle the develop¬ 
ment of a large section of Northern 
California. 

He charges the commission with al¬ 
lowing a cannery on the Klamath 
river to net steelhead trout. This 
was allowed, he declared, in violation 
of the law. 

In further charging the commis¬ 
sion with exceeding its authority and 
seeking to strangle the development 
of Northern California, Senator Nel¬ 
son attacked the action of the game 
board in sponsoring the initiative 
measure, Number Eleven, at the No¬ 
vember election, which would create 
a fish preserve on the Klamath river, 
and forever prevent the development 
of power resources, in the face of 
United States government guarantees 
chat fish will be protected when de¬ 
velopment is undertaken. 

“Many people believe,” said Sena¬ 
tor Nelson, “that the power of the 
Klamath river should be utilized in 
the establishment of industries. Pro¬ 
jects under way should be allowed to 
be completed. 

“This is of vital importance, not 
alone to Northern California but the 
whole state, and we believe that the 
state Fish and Game Commission is 
altogether exceeding its authority In 
appealing to sentiment and prejudice 
and is seeking to strangle the future 
development of a large section of the 
state upon what it claims to be the 
interest of fish and game.” 

Under the provisions of the Federal 
Power Commission "existing condi- 
i tions" of fish migration and culture 
must be maintained along with power 
development projects This provi¬ 
sion alone, it is held, does away with 
the strongest argument in favor of 
initiative measure, timber EJeven.

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Those Eighteen Propositions 


"* V^.tinuing discussion of the constitutional amend¬ 
ments and initiative measures appearing on the November 
ballot brings up proposition No. 4, incieasing the jurisdic¬ 
tion of Inferior Courts. This measure is intended to re¬ 
lieve the congestion in the superior courts by turning over 
a part of their present business to the justices of the 
peace. No new principle is involved. The only change is 
to increase the maximum amount involved in cases which 
may be heard in the lower courts. 

Present regulations providing how the legislature shall 
fix the number of inferior courts with their powers, duties 
and responsibilities are not changed. The proposed amend¬ 
ment would permit the justice courts to hear cases of 
forcible entry and detainer where the rental value does not 
exceed $75 and where the damages claimed do not exceed 
$300. The original act places the limit at $25 and $200 
respectively. 

In the interest of expediting justice and reducing ex¬ 
pense of litigation, therefore, Proposition No. 4 seems to 
deserve a favorable vote.

“Borrowing” Public Funds 

Proposition No. 5 has to do with the transferrence of 
money from one public fund to another. It gives to treas¬ 
urers of cities or counties arbitrary power to transfer 
funds from one special fund to another when they deem it 
advisable. 

There is always a "dry” period between the end of 
the fiscal year June 30 and the annual tax payment period 
in November when public funds are apt to be at a low ebb. 
This may be avoided by careful management, like the 
Sierra Madre Public Library fund, for instance. The 
trustees over a period of years have kept a balance on 
hand at the end of the fiscal year sufficient to tide them 
over until the next tax money is available. Where public 
business is handled on such a basis it is not necessary to 
“borrow” from another fund to replenish that one. It 
would appear the necessity for “borrowing” might also be 
obviated by changing the period of the fiscal year to co¬ 
incide more nearly with the time when the tax money is 
available. 

There are several reasons why it does not seem to be 
practicable or wise to extend the powers of treasurers to 
tTansfer funds thus. In the first place the treasurer is the 
custodian only and does not necessarily have complete 
knowledge of the transactions of the officers who expend 
the funds. In effect, he merely pays the money when their 
check is presented—if he has it on hand. To permit him 
to transfer funds on his own authority would seem to offer 
a chance for serious complications. For instance, the 
county treasurer holds the funds of all the .school districts 
and independent lighting, road, water, drainage, sanitation 
and fire protection districts. Obviously, the complete con¬ 
trol of each separate fund should be in the hands of the 
particular board which is responsible for its expenditure. 

For the reason that there are serious dangers involved 
in the plan, and nothing is accomplished which could not 
be better done in some other way, Proposition No. 5 should 
be defeated.
